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L — Administration 

The  arrangements  made  following  upon  the  transfer  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Kirk, 
C.M.G.,  in  September,  1941,  continued  throughout  1942,  Dr.  A.  C.  d’ Arif  at  and 
and  Dr.  L.  M.  J.  R.  Pilot  acting  as  Director  and  Deputy  Director  respectively. 

During  1942,  six  male  and  three  female  hospital  students  qualified  as 
dressers  and  nurses. 

Seven  male  and  six  female  hospital  students  were  enlisted  for  training. 

Eight  sanitary  cadets  were  also  enlisted  for  training. 

II.- — Legal 

The  following  legislation  was  passed  during  1942 — 

The  Dangerous  Drugs  (Control)  Regulations ,  1942  :  Regulation  made  by 
the  Governor  in  Executive  Council  under  section  14  (1)  (c)  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Ordinance,  1934. 

Proclamations  Nos.  15  and  16  under  article  12  of  the  Lunacy  Ordinance, 
1906,  as  amended  by  article  2  of  the  Lunacy  (Amendment)  Ordinance,  1924. 

Ill, — Financial 

The  revenue  of  the  Colony  for  the  financial  year  1941-42  was 
Rs.  23,661,838.25  of  which  Rs.  118,962.90  was  received  through  the  Medical 
and  Health  Department. 

The  expenditure  on  Medical  and  Sanitary  Services  was  Rs.  1,693,907.03. 

IV. — Public  Health 

1.  The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  hospitals  was  31,454  as  compared 
with  3^,946  for  the  previous  year,,  and  the  number  of  attendances  at  dispens¬ 
aries  and  out-patient  departments  of  the  hospitals  was  318,153. 

1  he  number  of  cases  of  malignant  disease  admitted  to  the  public  hospitals 
was  228. 

1  he  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Colony  from  cancer  and  other  tumours 
is  reported  by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  67. 

2,  Malaria. 

(a)  The  total  number  of  patients  suffering  from  malaria  admitted  to  the 
hospitals  was  5,014,  an  increase  of  556  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

I  he  case  mortality  was  2-19  per  cent. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Colony  from  malaria  and  malarial 
cachexia,  3,054,  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  7-49  per  1,000  living  The 
rate  for  1941  was  6-20  per  1,000. 

(b)  The  routine  activities  of  the  department  have  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 
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At  Le  Bosquet,  a  hot  bed  of  Anopheles  funestus  which  was  threatening 
both  the  Detainment  Camp  and  the  township  of  Beau  Bassin  has  been  disposed 
of  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  9,365. 

(c)  In  the  course  of  the  year  a  Special  Military  Malaria  Unit  was  formed 
to  control  certain  areas. 

This  Unit  functions  independently  from  but  with  the  collaboration  of  this 
Department. 

3.  Filariasis. — 31  and  53  cases  of  filariasis  were  treated  in  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  respectively  in  1942. 

4.  Plague . — No  case  of  plague  occurred  during  the  year. 

5.  Smallpox. — There  has  been  no  indigenous  smallpox  since  1913.  9,754 
children  were  vaccinated  during  1942  by  the  public  vaccinators.  The  statistics 
are  as  follows —

The  proportion  of  children  vaccinated  bv  Government  Vaccinators  to  live 
births  is  71-97  per  cent. 

With  reference  to  this  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  an  appreciable 
number  of  infants  are  vaccinated  by  private  practitioners  and  are  not  included 
in  the  above  mentioned  figures. 

6.  Enteric  Fever. — There  were  205  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified  in  the 
Colon}/  during  1942.  January  and  October  were  the  months  of  highest 
incidence. 

7.  Diphtheria. — 300  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  1942.  The  disease 
occurs  sporadically  ;  no  epidemic  outbreaks  have  been  recorded  for  years.  It 
is  generally  mild. 

8.  Diseases  and  Accidents  associated  with  the  Puerperal  state. — Though 
a  number  of  non-communicable  conditions  are  included  in  these  statistics 
it  is  convenient  to  group  them  under  one  head  since  their  significance  lies 
in  revealing  certain  causes  of  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 

17*2  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  the  puerperal  state. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  puerperal  septicaemia  of  which  9  proved  fatal  were 
treated  in  hospitals,  a  case  mortality  of  40-9  per  cent. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  (the  ratio  of  the  number  of  deaths  ascribed 
to  the  puerperal  state  to  the  total  number  of  births  including  still-births)  was 
11-58  per  1,000  in  1942  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  9-50  per  1,000  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

9.  Erysipelas. — 47  cases  were  notified,  compared  With  56  in  1941, 
0  deaths  were  registered. 
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10.  Tuberculosis. — Out  of  the  11,927  deaths  of  1942,  206  were,  due  to 
tuberculosis. 

11.  Leprosy. — The  disease  is  well  under  control  and  appears  to  be  in 
regression . 

The  Leprosy  Board  met  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  and  five  patients 
were  recommended  for  admission  to  the  Leper  Hospital. 

12.  Venereal  Diseases. — 452  cases  of  admission  for  syphilis  and  14  deaths 
from  this  disease  were  recorded  from  the  hospitals  during  the  year.  148  cases 
of  gonorrhoea  were  treated,  and  263  cases  of  soft  chancre. 

13.  Ankylostomiasis . — 15,772  cases  were  treated  in  hospitals  and  dispen¬ 
saries  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  hospitals  ascribed  to  that  disease  was  45. 

The  Hookworm  Branch  continued  its  activities  during  the  year  but  these 
were  on  a  reduced  scale  in  the  districts  owing  to  the  secondment  of  Dr.  Goupille 
for  duty  as  Health  Officer,  Plaines  Wilhems. 

The  total  number  of  treatments  given  was  54,174. 

14.  Schistosomiasis. — 43  cases  were  treated  in  the  hospitals  during  the 
year  and  220  at  the  dispensaries.

VI.— Vital  Statistics 

1.  Actual  population  of  Mauritius  on  the  30th  June,  1942:  407,972.  Area 
in  square  miles  is  720  ;  and  the  density  of  population  per  square  mile  is  566-63. 

2.  Marriages. — 3,551  marriages  were  celebrated  in  1942,  as  compared  with 
4,741  in  1941  ;  showing  a  decrease  of  1,190.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  marriage 
rate  (number  of  persons  married  to  every  thousand  of  population)  of  17-4  per 
1,000,  against  23-3  per  1,000  in  1941. 

3.  Births. — The  total  number  of  births  for  the  year  was  13,553  (males 

6,950,  and  females  6,603).  4,580  of  these  occurred  in  the  General  and  8,973 

in  the  Indian  population.  The  birth  rate  was  33-2  against  33-0  per  1,000  in 
1941. 

4.  Deaths — During  the  year  1942  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  11,927 
(males  6,183,  and  females  5,744)  ;  3,587  in  the  General  and  8,340  in  the  Indian 
population.  The  number  is  an  increase  of  1,491  over  the  total  deaths  of  1941, 
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The  death  rate  for  the  Colony  was  29-2  compared  with  25-6  for  1941,  and 
with  27*56  per  1,000  for  the  quinquennial  period  preceding  1942.  The  month 
of  maximum  mortality  was  June,  whilst  in  1941  it  was  May. 

5.  The  following  table  exhibits  the  causes  of  deaths  and  rates  classified 
according  to  the  “  Manual  of  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death  ”  adopted 
by  the  Registrar  General  of  England  (based  on  the  Fifth  Decennial  Commis¬

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VII,— —Food  and  Drugs  in  Relation  to  Health  and  Disease 

There  are  six  public  and  three  private  abattoirs  in  the  Colony,  ihe 
public  abattoirs  administered  by  the  Municipality  of  Port  Louis,  the  Boards 
of  Beau  Bassin-Rose  Hill,  and  Curepipe,  are  each  controlled  by  a  veterinary 
officer. 

The  other  abattoirs  are  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  sanitary 

staff. 

It  may  be  said  that  on  the  whole  the  foodstuffs  marketed  are  wholesome 
and  of  good  quality.  The  only  condition  found  with  any  frequency  'in  the 
meat  trade  is  tuberculosis.  Cestode  infection  is  practically  non-existent 
among  cattle  and  it  is  very  rare  in  human  beings. 

The  only  exception  to  this  general  rule  is  milk  which  is  seldom  retailed 
in  its  natural  state.  In  spite  of  the  control  which  is  exercised  and  the  heavy 
penalties  inflicted  upon  offenders  sophistication  is  rife.

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
hospitals  of  the  Colony:  31,454  against  32,946  for  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  confinements  conducted  in  hospitals  was  1,175  against  1,117  for 
1941. 

The  number  of  estate  hospitals  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  40. 

2.  The  professional  work  of  the  hospitals  is  summarised  in  the  table  at 
the  end.  In  the  rural  districts  the  principal  causes  of  admission  to  hospitals 
are  malaria,  ankylostomiasis  and  respiratory  diseases.  It  will  be  noted  that 
pneumonia  and  malaria  are  noteworthy  causes  of  death  in  hospitals. 
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X. — Dispensary  Returns 

The  dispensaries  and  the  hospital  out-patient  departments  were  consulted 
by  male  patients  164,630  times  and  by  female  patients  153,523  times:  total 
318,153. 

The  number  of  new  cases  amounted  during  the  year  to  216,064.  In  1941, 
235,630  were  recorded. 

The  statistics  of  the  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  hospital  out-patient 
departments  and  at  dispensaries  are  not  accurate  owing  to  the  difficult)/  fre¬ 
quently  experienced  in  deciding  whether  a  case  should  be  registered  as  a  new 
case  or  as  a  reappearance.  The  most  reliable  figures  are  those  of  attendances. 

XI. — Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Owing  to  the  continuation  of  the  war  it  has  been  considered  inadvisable 
to  extend  the  area  of  the  Society’s  work  but  certain  improvements  in  the 
existing  centres  have  been  arranged. 

The  training  of  nurse-midwives  in  public  hospitals  has  been  persevered 
with  and  three  suitable  candidates  were  enlisted  during  the  year  under  review. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  of  cod  liver  oil,  shark  liver  oil 
locally  produced  and  prepared  is  being  used  with  satisfactory  results. 

Six  qualified  midwives  are  employed  by  the  Government.  They  have 
made  a  total  of  1,925  visits  and  attended  341  confinements. 

XII. — Detainment  Camp 

Health  conditions  in  the  Camp  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic. 

Anti-malaria  measures  in  and  around  the  Camp  have  been  systematically 
carried  out  and  the  disease  is  nowr  under  control  although  relapses  represent 
an  important  cause  of  sickness  amongst  the  detainees. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  that  certain  of  the  detainees  attending  the 
Camp  dispensary  showed  certain  symptoms  of  avitaminosis,  especially  of  the 
B2  complex.  The  camp  diet  included  the  usual  quantities  of  protective  food- 
stucs,  but  in  order  to  make  up  any  deficiencies  from  which  the  detainees  may 
have  suffered  before  arrival  in  this  Colony,  certain  alterations  in  the  diet  scale 
were  made. 

XIII. — Nutrition 

As  a  preliminary  step  towards  a  more  complete  nutrition  survey  the  most 
important  locally  grown  foodstuffs  have  been  analysed. 

These  analyses  have  revealed  inter  alia  that  certain  vegetables  regularly 
consumed  by  all  classes  of  the  community  contained  a  high  proportion  of 
calcium  salts. 

2.  As  an  experimental  measure  a  scheme  was  devised  to  provide  1,000 
primary  school  children  with  a  mid-day  meal  composed  of  essential  protein, 
fruit  and  vitamins  A  and  B. 

The  scheme  could  not  be  initiated  until  January,  1943. 

3.  In  the  course  of  the  year  under  review  a  travelling  Nutrition  Unit  was 
formed  with  the  object  of  educating  the  population  as  to  the  best  means  of 
utilizing  available  foodstuffs. 
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XIV. — Emergency  Medical  Service 

Early  in  the  year  an  Emergency  Medical  Service  scheme  was  devised  in 
close  collaboration  with  the  local  branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

One  feature  of  that  Service  was  the  establishment  of  four  Emergency 
Hospitals. 

Three  of  these  hospitals  are  ready  to  function  at  almost  any  moment.  The 
fourth  and  largest  has  since  been  taken  over  by  the  Military. 

In  connection  with  these  hospitals  the  Department  is  indebted  to  the  local 
branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  for  the  making  of  5,816  articles  of 
bedding  and  clothing.
